Orders by his excellency the governor of Bengal. 


No. &501A.—The 27lh July 1927. —Whereas the validity of the election of Maulvi 
Abdul Latif BiswaB by the Dacca West Rural (Muhammadan) constitunnc}’ as a member 
of the Bengal Legislative Council haB been brought in question by an election petition 
duly presented by Maulvi Raihanuddin Ahmed under the provisions of Part VII ot the 
Bengal Electoral Rules: and whereas in accordance with the provisions of rale 45 of the 
said Electoral Rules, the Commissioners appointed for the trial of the said petition have 
duly submitted their report to the Governor. Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-rule (5) 
of rule 45 of the Bengal Electoral Rules and iu accordance with the report of the said 
Commissioners, the Governor is pleased hereby— 

(1) to declare the election of Maulvi Abdul Latif Biswas as a member of the Bengal 

Legislative Council for the Dacca West Rural (Muhammadan) constituency 
to be void ; 

(2) to direct that the said Maulvi Abdul Latif Biswas shall pay to the 'petitioner 

Manlvi Raihanuddin Ahmed the Bum of rupees one thousand as OHAts ; 

(3) to declare that the petitioner Maulvi Raihanuddin Ahmed who has under the 

provisions of the Bengal Electoral Rules claimed the seat has not been 
elected ; and 

(4) to publish the said report. 1

The petitioner, the two respondents, and one Khawja Soleman Kader were candi¬ 
dates for election to the Bengal Legislative Council from the Dacca West Rural Muham¬ 
madan constituency. Khawja Soleman Kader withdrew his candidature. The three 
remaining candidates contested for the seat with the following result. The Respondent 
No; - Tpulled 1,751} votes, the petitioner 911 votes, and the Respondent No. 2^25 votes. 
The Respondent.. No. 1 was therefore declared elected. The petitioner qdrotious the 
election of Respondent No. 1 on the grounds mentioned in his petition which was 
published in the Calcutta Gazette, dated the 14th April last. 

Tue Respondent No. 1 denies the allegations made in the 
No. 2 has not appeared. 

The charges against the Respondent No. 1 are 

Bribery, 

Undue influence, 

Personation, 

Payment of boat hire to voters. 

It is alBO alleged that the ballot papers of illiterate voters were not marked by the 
Presiding Officer aB required by law at Malochi and Sivalay, and that the voters’list of 
Gala and Putai unions were not correctly prepared. 

Lastly, it iB alleged that the return of election expenses tiled by the Respondent No. 1 
is incorrect and false in material particulars. 

The charge of bribery may be divided into following heads :— 

Actual payment of money to voters. 

Offer of money to purchase votes. 

Offer of money to the Respondent No. 2 for withdrawing his candidature, and 
treating of voterB. 

Aetual payment of money to voters. —It is alleged that the Respondent No. I paid 
Rs. 2 to Rahisnddin Ahmed, voter No. 68 of Bauiajuri union, on 20th November 1926, with 
tbe object of inducing him to vote for him. Three witnesses Rahiauddin, Abdul Hakim 
and Anwarut Huq Chowdhury were examiued to prove this charge. Rahisuddin says 
“tiiat he was unwilling to accept the money, but that it was put into his pocket by the 
Respondent No. 1 as nazar, he being a Pir. Rabisuddin does not appear to us to be a 
reliable person, because upon tbe evidence we are satisfied that he sent a chit to the 
Respondent No. l’s father demanding Rs. 20 for deposing In this case for this respondent. 
Moreover, if he is believed, he is a party to the crime and ought not to be relied upon 
unless corroborated by independent and reliable evidence. The testimony of the other 
two witnesses does not carry conviction to mind. We therefore hold that this charge has 
not been made out. 

It is alleged that tbe Respondent No. l’s agent Osman Gbani Laskar purchased the 
votes of Chini Bepari, Abdul Kader Bepari, Yusuf All, Sarash Khan, and Mamtazuddin 
Bepari at Shekharnagar polling station by payment of Rs. 2 to Chini and Re. 1 each to 
the others on the 20th November 1926. Six witnesses have been examined to prove this 
allegation. The testimony of the three witnesses, who are party to the alleged crime, 
cannot be safely relied upon. The testimony of the other three witnesses does not impress 
us favourably. Moreover, there are irreconcilable discrepancies in their evidence. Tbe 
evidence is hopelessly contradictory as regards the time of the alleged payments, which are 
.said to have taken place at the same time. The homeupathio doctor Manoranjan Babu is 
not likely to have met the voters on his way to the fiat, as they admittedly came in a 
Coat. We are therefore not satisfied that he had any conversation with Mamtazuddin as 
alleged by him. We accordingly hold that this charge has not been established. 

tffor of money to purohMe vote®,— It is said that Abdul Habib Biawas, father of 
tbe Respondent No. 1, requested Dootor Ilahndad Khan to purchase the votes of the voters 
of Ajimnagore union at Rs. 2 per vote. Upon this point there is only the testimony of 
Ilahndad Khan and Hafej Azizur Rahaman. Abdul Habib Biswas denies making any 
such offer. It is very easy to make a charge of this kind, but it is extremely difficult to 
meet it. It is said that the offer was made in a shop at Jhitka Hat in the presence of 
others. This seems improbable. We are not disposed to believe the petitioner’s witnesses. 
This charge therefore fails.

alleged tbwt the Respoadutat No. 1 offered 8s. 2,000 to the Respondent No. 2 at the latter’# 
residence in this town oat the 3rd of Jpstober last or thereabout with the object of inducing 
him to withdraw his eandhloture. ^The Respondent No. 1 stoutly denies this allegation. 
Three witnesses bave been examined in support of this cliargsfc Tlbey are A. F. Nuran- 
nabi, Abdul Qhani Chowdhnry and Ram»nut&|in Ahigaedj; illpif whom are pleaders 
practising here. Naratintvbl’s story is that at about & or p^f.on the 7th November 
l&Bt, the day previous to the,,date of scrutiny, the Respondent No. 1 requested the 
Respondent No. 2 to withdraw his candidature on receipt of his election expenses. Abdul 
Qhani Chowdhnry says at about 8 P.M. on the 3rd November, i.e., the-day previous to the 
date of nomination, or on the 7th November, i.e., the day previouh to the date of scrutiny, 
some one in presence of Abdul Latif asked him to withdraw his candidature on receipt 
of Rs. 2,000 from Abdul Latif. He further states that almost all the Muhammadan 
pleaders, namely, Nurannabi, Mamtazaddin, Nuimaddin Ahmed and Ramanuddin 
Ahmed were present when the proposal was made to him. Ramanuddin ®ays 

that he does not remember if any one ever proposed to Abdul Qhani Cbowdlrnry to- with¬ 
draw hiB candidature. Naimaddin, though cited as a witness, has not been examined. 
Mamtazuddin who has been examined by the Respondent No. 1 says that in his presence 
there was no suggestion to Abdul Ghani Chowdhury to withdraw his candidature^- ’f'rom 
his testimony and that of the Respondent No. 1 it appears that the latter arrived at the 
former’s house in this town on the night of the 7th November at 10 or 11 P. M. An entry 
in the return of expenses submitted by the Respondent No. 1 shows that he did not oome 
on the 7th November in -the steamer, but in a motor launch. This shows that he started 
nt a late hour of the day from Manikganj and reached here at about 10 P. M. If this is 
true, it is not likely that any proposal could have been made at 8 or 8-30 in the evening. 
It is said that not only all the Muhammadan pleaders, but also Khan Bahadur Zahirudilin, 
the election agent of the petitioner, was present when the proposal is said to have been 
made. The Khan Bahadur has not come to the witness box. It also seems to us 
improbable that a proposal of this nature would be made so openly. The testimony of 
Nnrannabi does not agree with that of Abdul Qhani Chowdhury. They also came to 
depose at a late stage of the hearing, i.e ., after the case of the petitioner was closed. 
Besides, the testimony of two pleaders, namely, Ramanuddin and Mamtazuddin, does 
not support their story. In the circumstances we consider it unsafe to act upon the 
testimony of the petitioner’s witnesses and to give a verdict in favour of the offer of 
money to the Respondent No. 2. 

Treating. —It is alleged that the Respondent No. land his agents treated the voters 
at 30 polling stations, but evidence was adduced only with regard to ten polling Stations, 
viz. :—

The Respondent No. 1 was admittedly present at Manikgauj and Baniajuri. Hi# 
agents are alleged to have treated the voters at the above ten polling stations with Juls 
knowledge and connivance. We will deal with the treating at Baniujuri first. To pi^ovo 
this allegation ten witnesses have been examined for the petitioner and three the 
Respondent No. L Two of the witnesses of the petitioner are pleaders, who admittedly 
helped the Respondent No. 1 in canvassing for him on the date of polling. Their evidence 
uninistakeably shows that the voters were treated, but they are unable to »ay who 
paid for the sweets given by the metaiwalla to the voters. Pleader Harendra Babu 
says that some of the voters told him that they were entertained by the Respondent 
No. 1 with sweets. He also says that he once saw Respondent No. l’s agent and 
clerk (Rakibuddin) taking some voters to the metaiwalla . It also appears from his 
evidence that the Respondent No. t borrowed from him Rs. 30 at the polling station for 
expenses These expenses might have been the price of sweets supplied to the voters. 
The pleader Bani Bhusan Babu says that sweets were distributed among the voters by a 
sweetmeat seller, but at whose instance this wsb done he cannot any. He saw about 100 
persons being entertained, and the majority of these persons according to him were 
voters. Men of both parties, among whom were voters, informed him that the Respondent 
No. I Abdul Latif entertained the voters. If the evidence of these two witnesses is 
believed, there is no donbt that the voters were entertained by Abdul Latif’s men 
with his knowledge and Connivance and at his expense. Abdul Latif, the Respondent 
No. 1, admits that these two pleaders were his friends and helpers at the time of the 
election, but he sayB that be is now on bad terms with them, as the}* are in the party of 
Jyotis Babu, Pleader, whom he 'hare ousted from the secretaryship of the Manikgauj Co¬ 
operative Bank. Besides- the statement of the Respondent No. 1, there is no evidence to 
show that these two pleaders have anything to do with Respondent No. I’s dispute with 
Jyotis Babu. It appears that Imanuddin Ahmed, a graduate and a teacher of a school at 
Terosree, was the polling agent of the Respondent No. 1. There is no explanation for not 
examining this gentleman. It is admitted that Bejoy Babu, the president panchayat, is a 
friend of the Respondent No. I and th*t he treated the Respondent No. 1 ou the date of 
election. The-evidence of Harendfca Bairn shows that Bejoy Babu attended the polling 
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station. There is alBo no-sufficient explanation for not examining him. We are, therefore, 
disposed to believe the testimony of the pleaders Hare n dr a Babu and Bani Babu. The 
testimony of Harendra Babu and Bani Babu has -*n corroborated by eight witnesses. 
It is said that out of these witnesses Mahammed Media ds not a voter. It appears that one 
Ahammad Molla and not Mahammad Molla was a voter.. Even if the testimony of- 
Muhammad Molla is .discarded, there is the testimony of seven other persons. The 
testimony of these persons shows that the voterB were entertained with sweets, pan and 
smoke by the Respondent No. l’s agerits. Ont pf these Qve voted for the Respondent No. I. 
Four of them were entertained before the voting and one after the voting. On the side of 
the Respondent No. 1 three witnesses have been examined, including the respondent. Upon 
consideration of the whole evidence we are disposed to believe the petitioner’s witnesses 
and hold that the voters were treated by the Respondent No. l’s agents with his knowledge 
and connivance for the purpose of influencing them to vote in his favour. That being so, 
the oase falls under rale 14 (/) (fi) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, and the election of the 
Respondent No. 1 is liable to be set aside. 

In view of the above findings with respect to treating it is not necessary for ns to 
record our findings as regards the treating at other places. 

UndUB influence. —It is alleged that one Pir Nawab Miah of B.idarpur in the district 
of Faridpnr, brother of the well-known Pir Badsha Miah, being requested by the Respon¬ 
dent No. 1, issued a post-car.1 and a manifesto to. his innumerable disciple-voters before 
the election, directing them to vote for the Respondent No. 1, and that the language of 
the manifesto clearly shows that the Pir attempted to interfere with the free exercise of 
the electoral right of the voters. It is an admitted fact that the Respondent No. 1 got 
1,000 post-cards and 5,000 manifestoes printed at the^ianikganj Press. Upon the evidence 
there cannot be any doubt that the manifestoes bearing the signature of Nawab Miab 
were distributed among his innumerable disciple-voters. This is proved by the peti¬ 
tioner’s witnesses Omar, Jonubali, Kazi Safiullah and Dabirnddin Fakir. Hazi Pachu 
Bepari and Hazi Sona Miah who voted tor the Respondent No. 1 are the diBcipleB of Pir 
Nawab Miah. They say that they received the post-curd and manifesto bearing the 
signature of Nawab Miah and that they voted for the Respondent No. 1, being under the 
impression that they would be sinning if they did not carry out the request of their 
Pir. In the manifesto the Pir states that it is the duty of every voter to vote 
for the true patriot, thait votes should not be sold, that having regard to the 
present miserable condition of the Muhammadan community everybody should go 
to the polling station and vote, and that if he does not do so he will be responsible to 
God. Lastly he makes a request to the voters not to sil at home on the date of election, 
but to go to the polling station and vote and cause others to vote for the selfless and 
patriotic Maulvi Abdul Latif Biswas and obtain untold merit. In the case of Galway it 
was observed,” Undue influence will be used if ecclesiastics make use of their power to 
excite superstitious fears or piouB hopes, to inspire despair or confidence, to alarm the 
conscience by the horrorB of eternal misery, or support the drooping spirit by unfolding 
the prospect of eternal happiness—that good or evil which is never to end.” It is a matter 
of common knowledge that the Pirs in India have un extraordinary influence over their 
disciples. It is therefore not unlikely that the disciples of Nawab Miah thought that they 
would be sinning if they did not listen to his request as made in the manifesto. Upon 
restyling the whole of the manifesto we have no donbt in our mind that its language was 
calculated to interfere with the free exercise of the electoral right of the voters by 
exciting their superstitious fears and pious hopes. We are satisfied upon the evidence 
that the Respondent No. 1 himself is responsible for this undue influence. We hold that 
there was undue influence and that the Respondent No. 1 himself is responsible for it. 
Therefore his election is liable to be set aside. (See rule 44 (/) (b) and schedule 5, part I, 
section 2.) 

Upon the evidence we are not satisfied that any undue influence was exercised at 
Malochi and Sonarang. 

Personation. —Out of six caBOB of personation alleged in tho petition evidence was given 
in respect of one only and that at Malochi. The factum of personation in that case is 
admitted. Isoo was voter No. 1 of Kanchanpnr anion. Nabu, his brother, came and secured 
a ballot paper falsely giving himself out as Isoo and voted for him. When he was about to 
put the ballot paper into the ballot box he was challenged by Asadulla, the polling agent of 
the petitioner. Nabu at once admitted before the presiding officer that he was Isoo’s 
brother and that he was told that he oould vote for his brother who was lying ill at hom.i 
and could not come to vote. The presiding officer cancelled the ballot paper and put it 
aside in a separate envelope and sent it on as a challenged and cancelled vote. These 
facts were admitted by the Respondent No. 1. Now, the question is at whose instance was 
this personation done or, more .correctly, attempted ? The Respondent No. 1 claims 
immunity on the ground of ignorance and says that neither hs nor any of his agents was 
responsible for it. It has, however, been abundantly proved by the petitioner that 
Nazimnddin Sikdar identified Naboo as Isoo. Asadullah, the polling agent petitioner’s 
witness No. 37, Kazi Azaharul Islam, petitioner’s witness No, 38, and Aftabuddin, the 
acting president of the union, petitioner’s witness No. 71, swear tp that effect. They also 
say that Naboo, when questioned by the presiding officer, said that he was brought by 
Nazimuddin Sikdar and that he voted for hiB brother as requested by Nazimuddin 
Sikdar. In this particular they were corroborated by Afii*ddin, petitioner’s witness 
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No. 39, a clerk of the Collectorate deputed to help the presiding officer. In reply to this 
evidence the learned pleader for, the Respondent No. 1 refers us to the evidence 
of . Saaunka Babn, the presiding officer, and Harendra Baba, the Respondent 
No. l’s polling agertt ' Sasjufka Babu was an unwilling witness and he says he 
does not remember who identified Naboo and whether Nusrmuddin was present. 
He next says that he did not see Nazimuddin at the polling station that day. 
He further Bays that he noted what Naboo said and made a report. This report 
is not before us and is missing. Harendra Babu, the polling agent of Respondent No. 1, 
corroborates the petitioner’s witnesses in all particulars except the presence of .Nazimuddin. 
Girish Babu, a pleader who was canvassing for the Respondent No. 1 at Jhitka, comes to 
prove this alibi. The fact of Nazimuddin's voting at Jhitka on that very day is put 
forward as conclusive on the point. Furthermore, the allegation of the petitioner iu 
paragraph 4 (a) of the petition has been brought to onr notice to disprove the statements 
of petitioner’s witnesses. There it is stated that Naboo was induced by Rakibuddin and 
other Agentqjaf the Respondent No. 1 to come and vote for his brother. Now, if the 
petitioner’s w’tnesses were perjuring themselves by bringing forward Nazimuddin as the 
identifier, what, we wonder, prevented them from substituting Rakibuddiu’s name in 
place of Nazimuddin ? Both were canvassers and agents of the Respondent No. 1 and one 
was as good as the other. The witnesses Nos. 1, 2, 50 and 74 of the petitioner swear that 
Nazimuddin was agent of and worked for the Respondent No. 1. “ Rakibuddin” was not 

exhaustive. “ Other agents” might very well inolude Nazimuddin. Then the fact of 
Jhitjka being only 2 or 2^ miles from Malochi as the settlement map and oral evidence 
show does not make his presence at both stations extremely unlikely or highly improbable. 
However that may be, the evidence of Isoo, the voter, sets all these surmises and 
conjectures at rest. He swears that Nazimuddin came to his house in the morning and 
asked him to vote fur Abdul Latif. On his pleading inability to go to vote on account of 
illness,. Nazimuddin .said that his brother Naboo might go instead and that that would do 
as well and that Nazimuddiu accordingly took away Naboo with him. Now what 
evidence have we got to rebut this evidence ? Nazimuddin Sikdar does not come forward 
to deny this statement. It is said he is ill and has gone to Madhupur for change. That is 
no excuse./ Ho .could have been examined on commission if he was so very ill. Isoo’s 
evidence; coupled with the evidence referred to above therefore makes it very clear that 
this personation was procured or attempted to be procured by Nazimuddiu. This 
Nazimuddin is a close relation of Respondent No. I, being his maternal uncle, and our 
finding as amply supported by evidence in the case that he was canvassing for him and 
wa» acting on his behalf in various ways to further hiB election constitutes him an agent 
under the election law. There is, however, no evidence on the record that the respondent 
had any knowledge of thiH corrupt practice, but the procuring or attempting to procure 
personation even by an agent falls under part 1 of sohedule 5 of the Bengal Electoral 
Rules and is, sufficient to render the election of the returned candidate void under 
rule 44 (J) (5). 

Payment of boat hire to voters. —It is alleged that Munshi Muhammad Omar and 
Abdul Khaleq of Munshiganj, agents of the Respondent No. 1, brought about 20 or 25 
voters in boats to Siddeswari and paid their boat hire. Munshi Muhammad Omar was 
admittedly an agent of the Respondent No. 1. His evidence coupled with the evidenoe of 
four other persons shows that the boat hire as alleged was paid. We believe this evidence, 
but, as it comes under part 2, schedule 5 of the Bengal Electoral Rules, and has not 
materially affected the result of the election, we hold that it does not vitiate the election. 

The belief papers of the Illiterate voters not properly marked.— Sasanka Babu was 

the presiding officer at Malochi and Sivalaya. He admits that all the ballot papers of 
illiterate voters were not marked by him and that some were marked by his clerk. This 
irregularity does not materially affect the result of the election, as the number of illiterate 
voters at both stations does not exceed 100. 

Voters’ list of Asia and Fatal unions net oorreetly prepared.— The correctness of 
the voters’ list cannot be questioned before us, beeause as regards the qualification of 
voters the order of the revising officer is final. 

Return Of expenses. —We have next to deal with the return of election expenses 
filed by the Respondent No 1. The petitioner’s main contention in respect of the return 
is that it does not include various items of receipts and expenditure incurred in connec¬ 
tion with the election, viz.—

Tiie return does not show any of the above items except an amalgamated sum of 
Rb. 825, remitted to Abdul Hakim and Omar. 

In his written statement the Respondent No. 1 denies the receipt of Rs. 500 from 
I)r. A. Suhrawardy as contribution for his election expenses. When confronted with 
various telegrams and telegraphic money-order remitting the money he was forced to 
admit that he received that money and gave a pro-note for it. He, however, said that 
that money was not spent for his election expenses, but was applied to pay off the debts 
which he had contracted from Nasiruddin on 26th October 1926. The telegrams which 
passed between the Respondent No. 1 and ^r. A. Suhrawardy leave no room for doubt 
that that money was for election expenses for which he was then being very hard 
pressed. The debt from Nasiruddin appears to ns to be a myth, for on the day the loan 
is said to have been contracted Respondent No. 1 was in Calcutta as proved by Exhibit 3 (6), 
a letter written by Gaisuddin to Abdul Hakim Bikrampuri. Furthermore, on that date 
the Respondent No. 1 could have no necessity to incur such a heavy debt, he having in 
his hand on that day not less than Rs. 500 and odd. Then the simple fact of there being 
nothing in writing regarding this debt makes its existence extremely doubtful. 

The evidence of Babu Manoranjan Banerjee makes it very clear that the Respondent 
No. 1 was given lts. 250 from the Swaraj fund on account of his nomination money. 
This sum finds no place in hiB return. 

The loan of Rs. 400 from Popular Bank was clearly for eleotion purposes, notwith¬ 
standing the oath of Respondent No. 1 and hio father to the contrary. The money 
spent and remitted by telegraphic motley-order about the time of this loau makes it 
manifest. The nature of urgent demands by telegrams for money at that time 
strengthens that view, regard being had to the fact that Respondent No. l’s father has not 
produced his account papers, which he admittedly has. 

From Exhibits 4 (6) and 4 (c) it is clear that the Respondent No. 1 went home for 
money and brought at least Rs. 5 ) on 16th November 1926, and Bent the same 
by money-order on 17th November 1926 to Fazlu’s mother. This amount also does not 
find place in the return. 

With regard to the expenditure all the items mentioned above except two were 
remitted either by telegraphic money-order or money-order, but they do not find any 
place in the return except Rs. 825 sent to Abdul Hakim and Omar. The money 
actually sent to them .amounts to Rs. 950. The expenditure column does not show an 
expenditure by them of more than Rs. 825. Now what became of the balance ? 
The explanation is that some amount was spent for postage and telegrams and the rest, 
Rs. 60 or Rs. 70, was returned. There is, however, no account of postage and 
telegrams, and Abdul Hakim says that he kept no suoh acooqnts, With regard to the other 
items, except Rs. 20 sent to Sultan Ahmed, the Respondent No. I says that they were 
also returned. Besides the word of mouth of Respondent No. 1 and the testimony of 
Majam Hossain’s son as regards Rs. 50 sent to Majam Hossain there is nothing to 
corroborate the alleged refunds. Respondent No. I constituted himself his election agent. 
He produces uo account books to support his return or his oath. He says that he had some 
loose account papers, stitched together in the corner, from which he prepared hiB 
return of expenses at the house of pleader Mamtaznddin and left them there. He can¬ 
not ray what became of them. According to the Electoral Rules the election agent has 
to keep separate Rnd regular books of account and write therein all the particulars of 
receipts and expenditure, whioh are eventually to be shown in the return of expenses. 
The Respondent No. 1 does Dot appear to have kept any daily account. It is therefore 
impossible to rely upon the return and say that it is correct, as it is not borne out by the 
aocount books which he was under the law bound to keep. This flagrant disregard of the 
eleotion rules makes his acconut hopelessly unreliable. The vouchers filed fare no better. 
Some of them seem io have been written at one and the same time. Two of them, namely. 
Nos. 1 and 7, clearly show that they have been antedated. In view of the facts discussed 
above we hold the return false in many material particulars This finding does not by 
itself void tbe election, but serves to disqualify the Respondent No. 1 and may eventually 
lead to bis seat being declared vacant under rale 22 (4), 

Lastly, we have to consider whether the petitioner is entitled to the seat. Under 
rule 3i it is necessary to make all the nominated candidates parties to the petition when 
the petitioner claims the seat. It is an admitted fact that Khawja Soleman Kader was 
one of the candidates who were nominated at the election. As he has not been made a 
party to the petition, the petitioner’s prayer cannot be aooeded to. Besides, upon the 
evidence it cannot be said how many votes the* petitioner lost in oonseqnenoe of the 
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corrupt practices on the part of the Respondent No. 1, and we are not prepared to hold that 
but for the existence of the corrupt practices the petitioner would have been returned. 
There were three candidates at the election, and if Respondent No. 1 were not in the field 
it cannot be said with any decree of certainty that the petitioner would have succeeded. 
The Respondent No. I got 1,753 votes. These votes cannot be said to have been thrown 
away. In our opinion the voters should be given an opportunity of making a fresh 
ohoice. We therefore hold that the petitioner is not entitled to the seat. 

In the result we recommend that the election of Maulvi Abdul Latif Biswas, the 
Respondent No. 1, be declared void and that a fresh election be ordered. 

As regards costs the Respondent No. 1 may be directed to pay Rs. 1,000 to the 
petitioner.

Memorandum op Agreement made this 27th day of July 1927 between the Ullapara 
Central Co-operative Bank, Limited, a Company (registered under the Co-operative 
Societies Act, II of 1912), and having its registered office at Ullapara in the district of 
Pabna (hereinafter called the Company) of the one part and the Secretary of State for 
India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of the other part.

Memorandum of agreement made this 17th day of May 1927 between the Bagerhat 
Central Co-operative Bank, Limited, a central sooiety registered under the Co-operative 
Societies‘ Aot, II of 1912, and having its registered office at Bagerhat in Khulna district 
(hereinafter oalled the sooiety) of the-one. part and the Secretary of State for India in 
Counoil (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of the other part. 

Whereas for the purpose of the construction of its office building the society has 
applied to the Government of Bengal for the acquisition under the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act, I of 1894, of the piece or. parcel of land containing '39 of an acre or 
thereabout situate in the village of Serai in the distriot of Khulna and more particularly 
desortbedin the Schedule hereto and delineated in the plan* hereunto annexed.

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And whereas the said Government of Bengal; (wing satisfied hy^an enquiry held under 
section $ A *n<l clanses (a) and (ft) of section 40 of the said Act that the proposed acquisi¬ 
tion is needed for the aforesaid purpose and that the said work is likely to prove useful to 
the public, has consented to acquire on behalf of the society,the piece or parcel of land 
hereinbefore described. 

And whereas the said Govern meat of Bengal has required the society tinder the 
provisions of section 41 of the above mentioned Act to enter into the agreement with the 
Secretary of State hereinafter contained. Now this indenture witnesBeth that it is hereby 
agreed and declared as follows s— 

1. On demand the society shall and will pay to the said Government of Bengal all 
and every compensation in respect of the said land tendered, paid or awarded or to be 
tendered, paid or awarded by the Collector under the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, or by 
t he Court to which a reference under Part 111 of the said Act may be made, or by the 
Court or Courts to which an appeal from the award of the said Court may be preferred 
and all costs, charges and expenses of the proceedings in the aforesaid Courts, or otherwise 
incidental to the proposed acquisition or payable in respect thereof under the provisions 
of the said Act. 

2. On demand made by the said Collector the obligations of the society under the 
last preceding clause not being thereby limited, the society shall and will deposit With the 
said Collector such sum or sums of money-as in his discretion the said Collector may in 
anticipation estimate to be necessary for the purposes mentioned in the last preceding 
clause. 

3. On payment by the society of all demands under the foregoing first clause, or in 
the discretion of the said Government of BengalTon deposit by the society of all estimated 
amounts as provided in the second clause), but not before possession shall have been taken 
under the provisions of the aboveraentioned Act, the Secretary of State shall make over 
possession of the said land to the society and shall execute ami do all such acts and deeds 
as may be necessary and proper for effectually vesting the same iii the society. 

4. The sai.l land shall he held by the society for the purposes of such a building as 
is hereinbefore mentioned and without the sanction in writing of the said Government of 
Bengal first had and obtained for no other purpose whatsoever. 

5. The said building shall be completed (and fully equipped in all respects ready 
for use) within one year from the date on which the possession of the said land shall have 
been given to the sooiety. 

6. Should the said building not be completed (and fully equipped in all respects 
ready for use) within the period stated in the last preceding clause or within such further 
period as in its discretion may be prescribed or allowed by the said Government of Bengal 
or should the said land at any time thereafter cease for a period of twelve consecutive 
months, to be held and used or cease to be required for the purpose or purposes provided 
for in the foregoing fourth clause then and in any Bnch case, the said Government may 
summarily re-enter upon and take possession of the said land together with all buildings 
thereon, whether snch buildings were erected before or after transfer of the land to the 
sooiety and thereupon the interest of the society in the said land and buildings shall abso¬ 
lutely cease and determine.

and received on aocount of costs, charges and expenses.

(ft) If the occupier refuses to admit any officer duly empowered in that behalf 
into the holding for the purpose of making any examination or inspection authorized 
under this Aot, or under any by-law or rule framed under fhis Act, or prevent such 
officer from making Huch examination or inspection ; 

((;) If the owner or occupier of the holding touches or interferes with his meter in 
any way, except with the permission of the Chairman, or wilfully or negligently injures 
or damages it; 

(r/) If the owner or occupier of the holding wilfully or negligently permits waste of 
water in such volume as will, in the opinion of the Chairman, endanger the water-supply 
in the neighbourhood ; 

(e) If the owner or occupier of the holding shall refuse or neglect to pay any of the 
fees or charges imposed in accordance with these rules for a space of fourteen days after 
he has been served with a notice of demand for the same ; 

(/) If the owner or occupier of the holding constructs or fixes any cisterns, tanks, 
reservoir, taps, pipes, or any other works in connection with the water-supply not 
authorized by these rules ; 

( g ) If the pipes, taps, ball-cocks, cisternB or any other parts of the connection are, in 
the opinion of the Commissioners, in leaking condition or in a state of disrepair ; 

(ft) For every instance of non-compliance with municipal requirements as may be 
specified in a notioe in writing served on the J %wner or occupier of a holding ; 

(t) For a breach of any of these rules : 

Provided that such disconnection or turning off of water-supply shall not relieve any 
person from any liabilities which ho may have incurred under these rules. 

In the circumstances contemplated in clause (d), an offioer authorized by the 
Commissioners in this behalf by a general order shall have the power to turn off the 
supply for a period not exceeding eight hours on his previously recording his reason in 
writing. 

17. Every tap shall be of the same size as the pipe to which it is attached and shall 
be of brass and of the pattern known as “screw-down high pressure ”. Every tap shall bo 
at loast 2 feet and not more than 2 feet 6 inches above the surface of the ground 
beneath. 

18. No cistern, tank or reservoir of any description which is intended to be supplied 
with water from the municipal waterworks shall he permitted to any holding, except 
with the sanction of the Commissioners in meeting, and such sanction shall distinctly 
specify the dimensions and capacity of the cistern, tank or reservoir allowed. The inlet 
to every cistern, tank or reservoir must be controlled by an efficient ball-cock so that the 
discharge thereunto is completely stopped when the cistern, tank or reservoir is full. Any 
tups fed from such cistern, tank or reservoir must be included in the«iuinber of taps 
allowed under rule 10. 

19. No connection shall be perinilted to any holding unless and until the owner or 
occupier makes effective provision to the satisfaction Jof the Commissioners for draining 
all waste water away.

of 1928. 

A Test Examination of private candidates will be held in the office of the Inspector 
of Schools, Presidency Division, Calcutta, from Monday, the 28th November 1927. Such 
candidates only as reside in any of the districts of the Presidency Division, including 
Calcutta, to ill he admitted to the examination. The term “ private candidate ” includes 
school-masters. 

2. Private candidates are those who have not attended any school, recognised or 
unrecognised, for at least one year previous to the Matriculation Examination. They 
should produce proof that they have not attended any school for such period. They 
should also produce certificates of conduct and progress in studies from the authorities of 
the last school where they re.id, and also a certificate from other reliable authorities 
regarding conduct and progress in studies after leaving school. The transfer certificates 
granted to them by the authorities of the schools in which they studied last, or the 
Registrar's receipt for the fee paid in the case of those candidates who previously appeared 
at the Eutrance or the Matriculation Examination, must be submitted in original along 
with the application for permission to appear at the Test Examination.

NOTICE. 

The Government of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural areas in Bengal. Every distriot will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Every such circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health officer. About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Rs. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practioe will be allowed. In addition to a regis¬ 
trable medical licence, every assistant health oifioer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department. Details of this training will be published later for general informa¬ 
tion. Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the 
17th October 1927, should apply at onco to the Director of Public Health, Bengal,

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On more than one occasion during irfeeent jiaars the attention of Government has 
been directed to the difficulty of controlling office jawn*.—The Commissioner of Police, 
tte Calcutta Corporation, the Bengal OhaaBfjer of Commeeoe and the Automobile Asso¬ 
ciation have all urged the desirability of registering all office jauns bo that they may be 
readily identified. In the absence of a number or other permanent mark it is difficult 
for any one who is injured by an office jaun * or for the police to trace its owner. 
Difficulty has also been experienced in dealing with the drivers of these vehicles as they 
usually give wrong names and addresses or disappear to their native districts if a 
summons is served on them. Whilst all other classes of street traffic are subject to 
some control, office jauns, which are a serious danger at congested points, are able to 
ignore traffic directions with impunity because of the difficulty of tracing them. With 
the constant increase in the number of vehicles in use in the business quarters of 
Calcutta the danger arising from the lack of control over office jauns is becoming more 
and more serious. ... ' . 

Government have come to the conclusion that, it is necessary to provide for the 
registration of office jauns. It has. not, however, been found possible to devise a 
satisfactory definition of an office jfiun which would cover all horse-drawn vehicles in 
Calcutta used as office jauns and at the same time exclude vehioles, which although 
similar in appearance and construction, ate employed-for entirely different purposes. 
Government are, therefore, of opinion that the only practicable course is to take 
powers under a separate enactment for the registration of all horse-drawn vehicles and 
the licensing of drivers as in the case of nia^or vehicles, and to exempt by notification 
from the operation^ of the previsions for licensing and control any vehicle or class of 
vehicle of types which can be controlled without difficulty or are not likely to bo a 
source of danger.

Report. 

Petitioner Maulvi Muhammad Abdul Jubbar Pahlowan was a candidate for election 
to the Bengal Legislative Council in November last. The constituency was the Mymen- 
Bingh North-West Mutiarnmadau constituency, which corresponds to Jatnalpur sub¬ 
division. 5,816 votes were recorded. Petitioner secured 732 of these and was fourth on 
the list. The successful candidate Maulvi Azizur Rahman obtained 1,995 votes, and 
Maulvi Abdus Samad was second with 1,575. 

Polling was on November 17th and 20th. On January 18th this election petition-was 
filed by tho candidate, 4th on the fist, alleging that Maulvi Azizur Rahman had obtained 
his victory by bribery and corrupt practices. He also found fault with the Returning 
Officer’s procedure, and mado him a party to the case. He prayed that the election might 
be declared void. 

A new election would be more likely to benefit the second candidate than the 
fourth. Maulvi Abdus Samad is in fact supporting the petitioner and it vs suggested that 
being too poor to file such a petition himself, he persuaded Maulvi Abdul Jubbar 
Pahlowan to tile it. The importance of this suggestion is that it alfocts the credit of 
Maulvi Abdus Samad who is the most important witness in the case. 

This Commission was appointed on February 8th, and its first sitting was on April 
19th. From March 51 h onward the petitioner had been agitating for time to file a 
supplementary list of corrupt practices. But it was not till April 20th that the list was 
filed. On April 19th petitioner had begun examining witnesses. But respondent’s 
pleader had stifled them all by objecting to the proof of facts outside the election petition. 
The written statement had ridiculed the election petition by asserting that the alleged 
bribe takers were creatures of the petitioner. So the petitioner naturally wanted to prove 
other instances where the bribe takers were independent. 

Bnt when the supplementary fist was filed the respondent objected thut section 33(3) 
of the Electoral Rules contemplates only an amplification of the election petition, not the 
introduction of newfmatter. It was argued that all new instances of bribery must be 
excluded from evidence as being time-barred. Various precedents were cited to support 
this contention. Bit the Commissioners decided to ignore the precedents rather than 
report to Government that there was .no evidence of corruption because the evidence of 
200 or 300 witnesses had all been ruled out on technical grounds. It cannot be the policy 
of the law to hush up all corruption that is not discovered within a couple of months of the 
election. For section 32 (/) (c) of the Electoral Rules shows that if a returned candidate 
is subsequently prosecuted for bribery and convicted he will be unseated. We therefore 
hold that an election petition which gives some instances of bribery may be amplified by 
further instances of it. But belated instances will of course need better proof. 

Tho number of witnesses actually examined by the petitioner was 57. And 27 was 
examined by respondent. 

Tho original election petition contained instances of bribery at five polling centres. 
And in four cases the names of both the giver and the receiver of the bribe were given. 
But only two of these instances have been brought to proof. They are a donation of 
Rs. 100 by petitioner’s agent Abdul Jalil to Guthail school, and a donation of Rs. 200 
by another agent Abdul Sattar to Balijuri school. 

The (fljgpplementary petition purports to contain specific instances of bribery at 23 out of 
26 polling centres. But almost all of them might have been ruled out for vagueness. For 
except at Jamalpur, Guthail, Sherpur and Balijuri no particulars were given beyond the 
fact ttyiat money had been freely distributed by certain of the respondent’s agents. The 
bribe takers were not named nor the amount of the bribes. We were asked to rule out all 
these instances. But we decided to enquire whether it was really true that there had been 
such wholesale and public corruption. The story told is that respondent’s agents stood just 
outside the enclosures at every polling station, pressing rupees into the hands of voters and 
telling them to vote for Nanna Mia (Respondent 1). Usually no protest was made by 
bystanders, though the agents and canvassers of other candidates were in the crowd. Only 
one instance is proved iti whiob complaint was made to the polling officers, though all the 
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payments ware made in the preaenoe of hostile witnesses. The hostile witnesses in most 
eases did not think the incident worth mentioning to any body. Yet the petitioner had 
heard of all the instanoes within seven days of the election. The petitioner and Maulvi 
Abdns Samad both say that they complained at the polls. Yet neither of them made any 
complaint to. the Returning Officer at the count. And the pleader who drew up the 
election petition did not think that this wholesale and public distribution of money was 
worth mentioning. The Commissioners are agreed that it is not true that money was 
distributed in this bare-faced manner. We are agreed that the following allegations of 
bribery, which are not mentioned in the election petition and not specified with any par¬ 
ticularity in the supplementary petition and which are deposed to by only one witness 
each, or at most two, are quite incredible because of the publicity of the acts and the 
absence of complaint. 

(1) Sribardi Centre: Gift of Rs. 800 to 150 voters by respondent’s father Mainuddin 
Mia on polling^day (P. W. 12). This was not put to Mainuddin in cross-examination. 

(2) Chnndrakona Centro : Seduction of 25 voters from petitioner’s agont P. W. 19 by 
respondent’s agent Taher Maulvi who gave them a rupee each at the polls. The witness 
gives the same unsatisfactory sort of evidenoe about Nahla Centre also, but with no 
details. 

(8) Islampur : Payment of Rs. 5 to P. W. 81 by respondent’s agent Fuijulla to induce 
him not to vote. If Re. 1 is the price of a vote, the price for abstaining from voting 
should have been 4 annas. This witness is not in fact a voter. 

(4) Ratnruinpur: Gift of 2 or 3 rupees by respondent’s agent Naimuddin to several 
unknown men (P. Ws. 35 and 55). 

(5) Bausi: Similar gifts by respondent’s agent Danes Mujkuri to unknown voters 
(R. W. 39). A President (P. W. 22), who is related to petitioner was present at the polls 
but makes no mention of any bribery at Bausi. 

(6) Sherpur: Similar gifts by respondent’s agent Abu Mahammad to unknown 
voters (P. W. 48). 

(7) liangaon : Distribution of sweets and money to unknown men by Asiruddin and 
Mainuddin (P. W. 41). This witness makes the same vague statements about Nalitabari 
Centre also. 

(8) Dewanganj : Similar gifts of Rs. 2 each by Pacha Mia to several unknown men 
(P. Ws. 12 and 20 ). P. W. 12 who saw the gifts was watching petitioner’s interests there, 
yet made no complaint, 

(9) Buxiganj: Seduction of a voter Toki Shekh by respondent’s agent Sadagar from 
petitioner’s agent P. W. 40 by a gift of Rs. 15. 

(10) Nandina : (lifts of 2 or 3 rupees to voters by respondent’s agent Ilayetulla. 
P. W. 21 sajs he saw it. P. W. 30, Marriage Registrar, says that P. W. 21 shouted out that 
Hayetulla had paid Rs. 2 to Jhopi Dhuli. But P. W. 21 does not say so. And P. W. 11 
heard and saw nothing. No complaint was made to the polling officer. 

(11) Buxiganj : P. W. 33 says that respondent’s father went to one Habil’s house and 
gave him Rs. 200 to procure votes. This was ou polling day. Such a payment would not 
he made at the last moment. The witness lives close to petitioner’s house at GnthaiL, but 
says he had gone to Buxiganj, some 15 miles away, to see a doctor. There were other 
doctors nearer home and no adequate reason for preferring the Buxiganj doctor is given. 
The incident is not specially mentioned in either petition, aud no question was put to 
Mainuddin abont it in cross-examination. 

(12) Offer of Rs. 500 by Mirza A, Haidar to the Vice-President of Sherpur Tanziir. 
Committee to secure its support. P. W. 6, a Sherpur pleader, deposes that the offer was 
made to him a fow days before the election iu presence of the Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary and was refused. But these officers are not examined. This pleader wus 
actually canvassing for M. Abdus Samad. Mirza A. Haidar deposes that he knew'this. 
So he is very unlikely to have made the offer to him. And we are not prepared to rely 
entirely on Ainuddin, the pleader, because he is a partisan witness. 

The petitioner concentrated his evidence on four centres, Jainalpnr, Gnthail, Kulkandi 
and Kajraikata (or Shampnr). Seven or more witnesses gave evidence about, each of these 
centres. Respondent’s pleader points out that all those four places are strongholds of the 
enemy, that is, places where petitioner or his relatives live and are influential. It is 
obviously unlikely that respondent would send men with money to distribute openly iu 
those places. And it is incredible that if he did, it would not he mentioned in the 
election petition. All these four places are indeed mentioned in the election petition, but 
not the particulars of the bribes. Kajraikata is only mentioned in it as a place where 
undne influence was used. 

In the supplementary petition it was said that Abdul Rasid and Abdul Sattar distri¬ 
buted money freely at Kajraikata. No details were given. But at the trial two witnesses 
(P. Ws. 26 and 34) told us that they saw Abdul Rasid give Rs. 60 to Ahmad Bepari 
for the local school, and two witnesses "(P. Ws. 44 and 45) say they saw him give Jaher 
Rs. 20 to buy a clock for the,;n»ima ghar. And one witness P. W. 27 Bays that he saw 
him give Rs. 40 to Ain Kamar to buy the votes of a group of voters. All theso gifts 
were made on polling day. 

Two of these gifts were in the nature of charitable donations. Such donations are 
not usually given on election day. They are given a considerable time before the election, 
so as to influence a large number of voters. Judging by the Beale of payments at other 
centres the respondent would expect fc’0 votes for Rs. 60. But a payment of Rs. 60 to the 
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school Secretary on polling day would secure at most the votes of the Individual committee 

men AH the bribes were given on polling day. If the reBpoQdeht sent out agents with . 
bags of hundreds of rupees to 26 polling centres on polling flay, he not only risked a 
criminal prosecution and an expensive election petition case, but he probably wasted his 
money It must bo a very unsatisfactory business transaction to bribe voters when the 
ballot is secret. For there is no means of keeping the bribe takers to their undertaking 
or of ascertaining whether they have kept their promise or not. If a candidate wishes to 
get a safe return for his money he must buy popularity, not promises. It is possible to bny 
popularity by lavish donations to local charities. But it requires time as well as money. 
No sane candidate would wait till polling day before making his gifts to oharity. If the 
respondent gave money to these school committees and prayer houses at all, it must have 
been done before election day. And if it was before election day we cannot hold that the 
gift was a corrupt one because we do no! know how long before it was. Possibly it was 
a year or more ago. In no case have the school accounts been produced. The head¬ 
master of one school, Guthail, offered to produce a rough account, but he admitted that 
it did not tally with the school account. We do not believe that these gifts were made on 
polling day even if they were made at all. 

The donation to Kajraikata school is proved only by a tenant of the petitioner and 
a relation of the petitioner. There was no talk of the number of votes that Rs. (50 was 
to secure. The gift is not specified in either petition. We do not believe that it was 
made. The story of two otiier witnesses that a group of voters bargained outside the 
polling enclosure fora pious donation to buy a'^Jock for the prayer house is humorous 
but not convincing. It is not specified in either petition. The payment of Rs. 40 to Ain 
Karnar for a group of 20 voters just outside the polling enclosure is incredible because 
petitioner’s father was only 20 yards away ; only one witness vouches for the story. We 
do not believe it. 


At Kulkandi two agents of respondent, named Umir and Masraf, are said to have 
given Rs. 20 each to three men or groups of men, and Rs. 15 to another, all just outside 
the enelosure. One of the gifts was for the pathsala. Two of these gifts are proved by 
two witnesses and the other by one. One weakness common to all the stories is that 
these criminal giftB were made in the presence of hostile witnesses. Petitiouer’.-i pleader 
complains of the difficulty of proving secret crimes. But we cannot admit that it is 
legtimate to get over the difficulty by giving false evidence that the crime was done in 
public. The evidence offered to prove those improbable gifts contains no internal 
evidence of its truth. And the gifts are not specified in either petition, though petitioner 
knew of them long before the election petition was filed. The election petition 
mentions specific bribes at Kulkandi, but they were said to have been given by respondent 
himself and his brother Pacha, not by Umir and Mashruf, and they were given to entirely 
different persons from those named in the evidence. We disbelieve the evidence about 
Kulkandi. 


No loss than eight witnesses assort that respondent’s agent Abdul Jalil gave Rs. 100 
for the school and madrasa at Guthail on polliug day. Guthail is the home of the peti¬ 
tioner’s father, and his house is only a rasui or so away from the shop of Basiruddin where 
the money was paid. Petitioner’s father iB a member of the school committee. And his 
uncle is ijaradar of the bazar. Basiruddin, who received the bribe to secure votes for the 
respondent, was personally desirous that the petitioner should be elected. This gift of 
Rs. 100 to Basiruddin for the school is the most important item in the case because the 
election petition plainly refers to this transaction. But it speaks of it as an offer, not a 
gift. And it names the offerer as Pacha Mia, the respondent’s brother, not his agent 
Abdul Jalil. This discrepancy is sufficient to support our view that if there was any gift 
or offer to this school at all it was at some unknown period prior to the election, not on 
election day. The witnesses significantly contradict each other as to when the money was 
divided between the school and the madrasa. And the school and madrasa accounts are 


not produced. We are not satisfied that this gift was ever made. And we entirely 
disbelieve that it was made on polling day. 

The evidence of two other witnesses that respondent’s sgent Jalil also freely distri¬ 
buted money outside the polling enclosure to unknown men, and that he offered Rs. 3 to 
witness Bahadur who refused it is incredible to us because this village, Guthail, is the 
home of petitioner’s father and fall of his relations and dependants. 

At Jamalpur whore Adbus Samad lives and petitioner dwells and which is the head¬ 
quarters of the subdivision, we are told that two agents of the respondent, named 
Mohiuddin and Har Prasanna Ganguli, were freely distributing money just outside the 
polling enclosure. This is an important instance because Maulvi Abdus Hamad com¬ 
plained to the polling officer that bribes were being given in the crowd outside the 
enclosure. The polling officer was the local raunslf and ha is a witness. 

Maulvi Abdus Samad says that he saw respondent’s officer Surendra Ganguli give 
rupee 1 to a voter named Kalimuddi in the crowd outside the enclosure, and that he at 
once went and informed the polling officer, who came out and cleared the entrance. He 
admits that he did not give the munsif the name of the bribe taker, but says that he 
thinks he named a Ganguli.and Mabiuddin as 1 men who were distributing money. Ho 
did not point out the culprits to the munsif because Kalimuddi had entered tlie enclosure, 
and was mixed up with other people, and because the Gangnli had moved away from 
the entrance. He says that the munBif came out and caught hold of two men at random 
but let them go again.

Tlw tennsil BayB that Abdus Samad came and toM him thatsofne of the agents were 
offering bnbes in the crowd at the gate of the enclosure. So he went out and dispersed 
the^orowa. bo far as he remembers no names were given to him at all, nor was he told 
whioh candidate e agents were the offenders. He did hot enter the incident in the order 
sheet because he found nothing wrong. 

The respondent has two officers named Ganguli, two brothers, Surendra and 
Harprasanna. Surendra was in Court and Manlvi Abdus flamed identified him as the 
oulprit. But respondent has produced good evidence that Surendra was not in his 
service at the time of the election. He was out of his service for about four months 
and at the time of election was at his home in Dacca. Two postcards written by him, 
from Dacca to bis brother have been put in to prove this alibi. 

In the election petition the incident was not mentioned at all, though Abdus Samad 

(who is a Jamaipur pleader) was defending the petitioner in a criminal case at the time 
of election and must have had occsion to see him soon after it. Jamaipur was specially 
mentioned in the election petition as a place where there had been corrupt practioes. But 
the only corrupt practioe specified was the offer of money by petitioner’s father-in-law 
Mirza Sahib to hostile voters to deter them from voting. 

In the supplementary petition it was stated that Abdul Samad had seen two instances 
of bribery at Singjani school centre (whioh is in Jamaipur town), but Mohiuddin alone 
was named as the giver of the bribe and the recipient was not named at all. 

Both Abdus Samad and the petitioner were present at the counting of the votes, and 
neither of them made any complaint to the Returning Officer. 

It seems clear to us that, though Maulvi Abdus Samad complained to the polling 
officer that bribery was going on in the crowd, he did not really see any particular 
person give or receive a bribe and did not know which party’s agent was at fault. He got 
his information from P. W. 28, an agent of the petitioner, who says that he saw Har 
Prosad Ganguli and Mahiuddin giving money to voters at Singjani school centre, and that 
he at once informed Abdus Samad about it. He says that he saw Mahiuddin pay lie. 1 to 
Kalimuddi and Its. 2 to Mofizuddin. This of course contradicts Abdus Samad's state¬ 
ment that a Ganguli gave the Re. 1 to Kalimuddi. The witness tries to reconcile the 
discrepancy by saying that the Ganguli first gave the money to Mohiuddin. But he says 
that the Ganguli was Har Prasad, not Surendra and that he did not see Surendra there at 
ail. Obviously Abdus Samad was uot an eye-witness. Ar.d P. W. 28 cannot ho relied on 
because he hopelessly discredits himself by his evidence about another incident. 
This other inoideut was at Jamaipur thana centre. The supplementary petition 
asserts that at that centre Har Prasad Ganguli paid Ra. 10 to one Goher, and that 
Mohiuddin paid Rs. 5 to Lai Mamud and Rs. 10 to Dastur Mahmud, and that Mirza 
Sahib paid Rs. 2 each to live other men. The only witness to these payments is P. W. 
28 and he says in examination-iu-chief that he saw Mirza Sahib pay Rs. 3 to Goher, 
Rs. 4 to Lai Mahmud and Rs. 2 to Dastur. This of course disagrees entirely with the 
petition. But in cross-examination the witness disagreed with his own evidence and said 
that Rs. 4 had been given to Goher and Rs. 3 to Lai Mahmud. He also in cross-examina¬ 
tion contradicts his own evidence about the incident at Singjani school centre and says 
that it was Har Prasad who gave the bribe to Kalimuddi, and that he gave it after Abdus 
Samad had raised the alarm. 

The only other witness to the Singjani school incident is P. W. 7 who heard a 
row and saw a man run away. He hoard no names. No evidence has been offered about 
the other bribes referred to in the supplementary petition as being given at Jamaipur. 
It is very unlikely that bribes would be given just outside the polling station at Jamaipur. 
And we are satisfied that the evidence about such bribes is not true. A deposit of Rs. Ml 
with a Jamaipur typist for payment to voters is mentioned in the supplementary 
potition. But the typist says that the money was not intended for payment to voters 
and that it was not spent. There is no other evidence on the point. 


The alleged payment of Rs. 200 to the school at Balijuri is another important instance, 
because it finds a place in the originul election petition. It was said in that petition that 
Rs. 250 had been given to Balijuri and Digpait school committees. But the name of the 
agent was not given. In the supplementary petition it was stated that certain agents of 
the respondent had admitted to Abdus Satnad that Rs. 300 had been paid to Balijuri 
school committee and Rs. 250 to Hajrahari Madrasa committee. 

No evidence has beeci given about any payment to Digpait school or Hajrahari 
madraasa. And Abdus Samad does not mention the donation to Balijuri school. But 
two witnesses (P. Ws. 23 and 41) say that respondent’s agent Abdul Sattar paid Rs. 200 to 
the Secretary of Baiiajuri School Committee on polling day, and that Rs. 50 was to be paid 
later, but has not yet been. paid. 


P. W. 23, however, discredits his own story by saying that tho respondent personally 
came and asked for the committee’s votes 10-15 days before the election and that they 
told him they would vote for the nominee of the Calcutta Independent Moslem Party. 
Petitioner admits that the nominee of that party was the respondent. The respondent 
was therefore assured of the committee’s votes 10-15 days before the polling day and there, 
was no occasion to send a man to bribe them to vote for him. The witness admits that 
the committee voted for the respouden t because they considered him the best man and 
that the donation did not influence their choice. He says it was only a rich man’s 
subscription. The school accounts are not produced to show when the subscription was 
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paid. Wm do not believe that it was paid on election day or in connection with tho 
election, and we are not satisfied that it was paid at all. .... . . , . „ , 

It was alleged in the (flection petition that the respondent had induced Abdus Samad 
to stand as a candidate. And the Publio’Proseoutor, Khan Bahadur Mabammad Ismail, 
has deposed that at the respondent’s request he used his influence to induce Abdus Samad 
to stand for election, and that he understood that respondent would retire from the uontest 
in his favour. If that was the understanding Abdus Samad of course has a grievance 
against the respondent. But it is not clear how the petitioner was injured unless 
he thinks that all Samad’s votes would have gone to him if Samad had not been a candi¬ 
date, If they had, the petitioner would have headed the poll. But no reason has been 
given to us for supposing that all Samad's votes would have gone to the petitioner. And to 
induce Samad to stand for election, even if it was a canning trick to split the hostile vote, 
cannot be brought under the head of corrupt practices. A promise to retire, in favour of 
Samad is not same us u promise of a gratification to induce him to stand. No gratifica¬ 
tion was offered. In the original petition it was said that the respondent promised to 
support Sam id in his candidature for the Chairmanship of the Local Board if Samad 
would also stand for election to the Council. But Samad himself does not say that the 
respondent induced him to stand, nor does he say that respondent promised to help him 
in the looal board election. There is no evidence of any such promise. 

This finishes all the cases of alleged bribery. But the- charge of treating remains. 
In the election petition it was alleged that respondent’s agents treated voters at Sherpur, 
Nilakshia and Jainalpur to food after the election, and that sweets were distributed at 
Islampur, Baxiganj, Sriburdi, Shapmari and Bangaon, and that pan and cigarettes were 
distributed at ali centres. The supplementary petition added that sweets were distributed 
at Ramrampur and Dewanganj as well as Shenpur, and that oranges were distributed at 
Bansi. 


Beyond a reference by the petitioner himself to an invitition to dinner at Sherpur no 
evidence has been given about the food after the eleotion, and hardly any evidence about 
the distribution of sweets. Ainuddin, pleader, P. W. 6 says he saw petitioner’s 
Sherpur agent bringing some sweets to the polls, but says nothing of their distribution. P. 
W. 48 says they were distributed at Sherpur thana centre which was not a centre at all. 
P. W. 41 speaks of the distribution of sweets at Bangaon. About 20 witnesses say that 
pan and cigarettes were provided at all centres. But. the evidence is that ail the candi¬ 
dates alike provided pan and cigarettes for the refreshment of voters, and that the 
stall keepers gave them freely to any body thai wanted them. No promise to vote for 
any particular candidate was demanded, and no such undertaking was implied. The 
treating, therefore, did not amount to bribery. And as there is no evidence whatever that 
it had any effect on the result oftheelection.it is not a sufficient ground for declaring 
the election void. P. W. 86, who says he acted as respondent's election clerk (which 
respondent denieB) deposeB that pan, cigarettes and sweets were distributed at Sherpur. 
But he says that the pan and cigarrettes were supplied and taken as a matter of courtesy 
and had no connection with the voting. He says that 60-70 voters took sweets and that 
they were given in secret. But he was admittedly betraying his employer by deposing in 
this way, and we cannot regard him as a reliable witness. He wub in fact an accomplice 
and the only evidence to corroborate him is that of Ainuddin, pleader, a partisan. 

The election petition also alleged that the respondent's agents had provided hired 
carriages to convey voters to the polls at Bherpur and Jamalpur. Hut again the only 
evidence is that of the treucherons clerk and the partisan pleader. It was only at Bherpur 
(if at all) that hired carriages were used, and the corrupt practice cannot have had any 
material effect on the result of the election. 


The eleotion petition says that ferry fares were paid for voters at Ambaria and 
Dighrichar ferry ghats. And the supplementary petition adds Sharmara (Ramrampur) 
ferry ghat. Three ferrymen were examined to assert that they carried voters free on an 
undertaking by Nanna Mia’s agents to pay the cost. But it is admitted that all the villagers 
who habitually use a ferry have a yearly contract with the ferryman. And the attempts 
of the ferrymen to specify the amounts that they were paid for respondent's votors or by 
respondent’s agents ended in hopeless confusion. Tho statement in tho election petition 
that the fares were paid by Abdul RaBid and Abdul Sattar disagrees entirely with the 
evidence, from which no clear conclusion can be drawn as to who, if anyone, paid tho 
fares. 


The election petition also stated that the same agents Abdul Rasul and Abdul Sattar 
paid voters’ railway fares from Dagi to Dusmot. The supplementary petition alleged 
that three other agents paid railway fares from Kendna Kalibari to Bausi. The first * 
allegation has been abandoned. The second is proved by one witness only, a President 
prosecution witness 22. Ho says that he was in the train on his way to Bausi on eleotion 
day, and that when the train stopped at Keudua KaJibari he saw canvassers of all five 
candidates standing on the platform with bundles of railway tickets in their hands, 
distributing them to passengers. He gives the names of respondent’s agents (Danesh 
Mujkuri and Sashi C'haudhury), but he cannot give any other particulars at all. He 
cannot swear that the persons to whom tickets were given were voters or that the 
candidates paid for the tickets. There is uo suggestion in the evidence that this sort of 
thing happened at any other station. The witness, though a President, did not report 
it to anyone. His description of what happened is vaugo. The story was not brought 
$0 light till five months after the election, We cannot say that the inoident is true. 
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Til® original petition alleged that no polling took place in four of the notified polling 
pie .-ea and that voters therefore could not Tote. But no voter complains that he was 
unable to vote. And the Subdivisional Officer, who was in charge of the election, 
deposes that the four places specified in the petition have alternative names, and that they 
were properly notified and polling did take place there. 

It was also alleged that voters were admitted to the polls after the specified hour at 
Jamalpur und Nandina centres. An attempt has been made to prove this. The 
Nandina postmaster (P. W. 42) says that he came by a train' that is due to arrive 
at 3-30 P.M. local time, and that be reached the polling station 10-15 minutes later 
and was allowed to vote. He says that 10-15 men entered the enclosure after him. A 
marriage registrar (P. W. 30) says that the people inside the enclosure at Nandina 
were allowed to go out to say their prayers after 4 P.M., anil that when they came 
in again, many late-comers came in with them. Hut he does not mention the name of any 
person who was a late comer or say that he particularly noticed any individual who came 
in at. the. re-entry and was not iuside before. Even if this irregulurity occurred at 
Nandina, it only meant au addition of ten or fifteen votes and did not affect the result of 
the election. 

One witness (P. W. 38) deposes that respon leut’s agent took him to the polls 
to vot ■, and that the polling officer found that he was not a voter and excluded him. 
The voter was another rnan of Ihe same name. 'This was apparently a bona fide, mistake of 
respondent’s agent. There is nothing iti the petition about any fraudulent attempt by a 
non-voter to vote. 

The petition made allegation of undue influence on tenants. But no evidence at all 
has been given of this. 

The petition specified certain leaflets and pamphlets as being objectionable because 
they contained false statements about petitioner or because they did not bear the 
printer’s or publisher’s names. But the statements complained of reflect on (he petitioner’s 
conduct and capacity as a legislator, not on his private character or conduct. And no 
evidence has been given that they are false. One poster was exhibited which had no 
publisher’s name. But the respondent exhibited the original poster and made it apparent 
that the lower portion of it had been cut off for the purpose ol‘ this caso. 

Another grievance of tho petitioner was that the respondent’s nomination paper had 
been improperly accepted since there was a mistake of a single letter in the respondent’s 
father’s name. The mistake in the printed copy had however been detected before the 
election, and had been corrected in as many copies as possible. The mistake was not such 
as could cause any doubt as to the identity of the candidate, ami it would have been quite 
improper to reject the nomination paper. Petitioner’s other complaints about tlie exclu¬ 
sion of candidates at the time of count and about the improper acceptance of the nomina¬ 
tion of Giusuddiu have been proved to be entirely without foundation, 

Tho result is that we And that charge of wholesale and public bribery on election day 
is entirely false. And though considerable evidence lias been given that donations were 
given to schools in order to procure votes we are not satisfied that tlie evidence is true. 
Tho evidence about corrupt practices is open to suspicion because the petitioner lias 
specified in his petition every corrupt practice known to the law. A number of witnesses 
assert that pan and cigarettes were provided for the refreshment of voters aud we cannot 
say that this is false. But as it was done by all the Candidates, and as voters and 
spectators alike could refresh themselves at any of the stalls, it cannot have affected the 
result of the election. Instances of other corrupt practices specified above are too few to 
have affected the result, even if they are true. And there is so much that is false in tho 
sweeping charges made by the petitioner that we cannot with confidence accept anything 
as true. Our conclusion is that there is no ground for declaring the election void. 

In the result it appears that our decision to accept the petitioner’s supplementary 
petition ami to admit as evidence new instances of bribery was an unfortunate decision. 
It has resulted in a great waste of public time and money in recording a mass of untrue 
evidence. The petitioner, whose father is alive, is not u man of means, and will probably 
be unable to make good the loss. The security he has given is inadequate for the cost 
of so prolonged u trial. 

We recommend that the election petition should be dismissed, and that the petitioner 
should pay tho costs of both the respondents. Respondent No. 2 is the Returning Officer 
who has been wrongly made a party. The Government Pleader had to appear on his 
behalf. We assess his costs at Rs. L50. There is nothing in the election rules to make 
the. petitioner liable for the costs of Government, in setting up the Commission. We 
assess the costs of respondent No. 1 at Rs. 750 in addition to the sum paid for witnesses’ 
expenses and process fees.

The rules for the recruitment of the Bengal Civil Service (Executive) and certain 
other services, uh published with notification No. 6591A., dated the 6th June 1927, 
contemplate that applications of candidates nominated by the heads of colleges and other 
authorities should be forwarded for scrutiny to a committee specially appointed for the 
purpose, which will be composed of officials and non-otticials in equal numbers and will be 
presided over by a high officer of Government..

the municipal carts.

AGREEMENT. 


Memorandum of Agreement made this fifth day of August 1927 between theOhatal 
Peoples’ Urban Bank, Limited, a Society registered under "the Co-operative Societies Act, 
1912 (II of 1912), and having its registered office at Ghatal in Midnapore district (herein¬ 
after called the Society) of the one part and the Secretary of State for India in Council 
(hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of tho other part. 

Whereas for the purpose of the construction of its office building the Society has 
applied to the Government of Bengal for the acquisition under the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act, 1 of 1894, of the piece or parcel of land containing (BIO of an acre or 
thereabout situate in the village of Konnagar in the district of Midnapore and more parti¬ 
cularly described in the schedule hereto and delineated in tho piau* hereunto annexed. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal being satisfied by an enquiry held under 
section 5A and clauses («) and (6) of section 40 of tho said Act that the proposed acquisi¬ 
tion is needed for the aforesaid purpose and that the said work is likely to prove useful 
to the public, ha* consented to acquire on behalf of the Society the piece or parcel of 
land hereinbefore described. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal has required the Society under the 
provisions of section 41 of the aboveinentioned Act to enter into the agreement with the 
Secretary of State hereinafter contained. Now this Indenture witneBseth that it is 
hereby agreed and declared as follows :— 

1. On demand the Society shall and will pay to the said Government of Bengal 
all and every compensation in respect of the said land tendered, paid or awarded or to be 
tendered, paid or awarded by the Collector under the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, or by the

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Court to which a reference under Part III of the said Aet may be made, or by the Court 
or Courts to which an appeal from the award of the said Court may be preferred, and 
all costs, charges and expenses of jthe proceedings in the aforesaid courts, or otherwise 
incidental to the proposed acquisition or payable in respect thereof under the provisions 
of the said Act. 

2. On demand made by the said Collector, the obligations of the Society under the 
last preceding clause not being thereby limited, the Society shall and will deposit with the 
said Collector snch Bum or Bums of money as in hiB discretion the said Collector may in 
anticipation estimate to be necessary for the purposes mentioned in the laBt preceding 
olause. 

3. On payment by the Society of all demands under the foregoing first clause, or in 
the discretion of the said Government of Bengal (on deposit by the Society of all estimat¬ 
ed amounts as provided in the second clunse) but not before possession shall have been 
taken under tbe provisions of the abovementioned Aot, the Secretary of State shall make 
over possession of the said land to the Society and shall exeoute and do all such acts and 
deeds as may be necessary and proper for effectually vesting the same in the Society. 

4. The said land shall he held by the Society for the purposes of snch office building 
as is hereinbefore mentioned and without the sanction in writing of the said Government 
of Bengal first had and obtained for no other purpose whatsoever. 

5. The said office building shall be completed (and fully equipped iu all respects 
ready for use) within one. year from the date on which possession of the said land shall 
have been given to the Society. 

6. Should the said offico building not be completed (and fully equipped in all 
respects ready for use) within the period stated in the last preceding clause or within 
such further period as in its discretion may he prescribed or allowed by the said 
Government of Bengal or should the said land at any time thereafter cease for a period of 
twelve consecutive months lo be held and used or cease to he required for the purpose or 
purposes provided for in the foregoing fourth clause then and in any such 'case, the said 
Government may summarily re-enter upon and take possession of the said land together 
with all buildings thereon, whether such buildings were erected before or after transfer of 
the land to the Society, and thereupon the interest of the Society in the said land and 
buildings shall absolutely cease and determine. 

7. On taking snch possession, the said Government may sell or otherwise deal with 
the said land and buildings as it may think proper. 

(t) Should the Buid Government sell the land with the buildings, the said Govern¬ 
ment after deducting the expenses incurred in connection with the said taking of posses¬ 
sion and with such sale shall pay the proceeds to the Society. 

(it) Should the said Government decide not to sell the land and buildings, the Baid 
Government shall retain the said land and buildings thereon in which case the Secretary 
of State shall repay to the Society the market value as on the day of re-entr\ of all the 
buildings erected by the Society and all sums received from the Society in respect of all and 
every compensation as provided in the foregoing first clause (less the statutory allowance 
of fifteen per cent, and less any amount received on account of trees and buildings which 
are not in existence at the* time of resumption) but will not repay any sums paid and 
received on account of costs, charges and expenses. 

(Hi) Should the said Government decide to sell the buildings only, upon such sale, 
the Secretary of State after deducting the expenses of taking possession and selling, pay 
the balance of the proceeds of salo to the Society, together with the sum received from the 
Society in respect of the compensation for the land (loss the statutory allowance of If* per 
cent,, and Iobs any amount received from the Society on account of trees and buildings 
which are not in existence at tbe time of resumption), but will nol repay any sum paid 
and received on account of costB, charges and expenses. 

8. The public shall be entitled to use the office building on the following terms :— 

To transact business in connection with the work of the Society during its office 
hours amongst others, vis., to pay money, to purchase forms, to take loans, to get divi¬ 
dends, etc. 

9. Should any dispute or difference arise touching or concerning the subject matter 
of this agreement or any covenant clause or thing herein contained, the. same BhaJl be 
referred to the said Government of Bengal and the opinion and decision of the Baid 
Government upon snch dispute or difference shall be final and conclusive and binding 
on the parties hereto.

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT.

The Government of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision ol’ a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural areas in Bengal. Every district will be 
di vided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Every such circle will bo supplied 
with an assistant health officer. About f>()() health circles will bo established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled aud paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Us. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practice will be allowed. In addition to a regis¬ 
trable medical licence, every assistant health odiOer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department.

following statement and 100 yards beyond the last pole for street lighting on such roads 
or lanes. The income to be derived from the lighting tax from the aforesaid area is 
estimated to be Rs. 8,000. The present difference of Rs. 552 will be met from the general 
fund ttntil the amount is covered by increased receipts under the head “ Lighting tax ” 
owing to the increased valuation of holdings.

—The following rules for the grant of loans to 
Co-operative Societies are hereby published for general information, in suporsession of the 
rules published under notification No. 117b T.R., dated the 27th July 1912, at pages 12(50- 
G5, Part I of the Calcutta. Gazette of the .'list idem :— 

1. AmOUItt Of advance. —(1) The maximum advance that may be made is — 

(i) Rs. 2,000 to a credit society, 

(it) ,, 5,000 to an industrial or a special type of society. 


Iii the case of loans granted under rule 1 (l)(*i) the articles purchased with the loan 
ahouliToe hypothecated to Government. 

(2) The amount advanced to any society shall not exceed— 

(i) the amount of capital subscribed in the case of a credit society, or 

(it) ten times the amdunt of paid-up share capital and reserve fund for the time 
being separately invested outside tho society in the case of an industrial or 
special type of society. 


2. Interest on edvenee. —All advances to any society shall be free of interest for 
three year8 after the date of registration of the society under tho Co-operative Societies 
Act, II of 1912, and shall, subject to the provisions of rule 10 (1), bear interest at 6 per 
cent- per annum after the expiry of that period. 

3. Application for an advanoe. —(1) A society requiring an advance shall submit to 
the Registrar an application in Form A annexed to these rules. 

(2) before sanctioning any such application, tho Registrar shall satisfy himself 
whether or not the statements therein contained are supported by the society’s accounts 
and whether the loan can be made with reasonable safety. 

(3) No advanoe shall be made which involves any now departure in practice or 
principle. 

4. Power to sanction advances and prescribe instalments for repayment.—The 

Registrar may sanction the payment of advances from any treasury or sub-treasury, and 
shall prescribe the number of instalments of* repayment and the dates on which each 
instalment is to be repaid : 

Provided that, without the special sanction of the Local Government, the number of 
annual instalments prescribed shall not exceed 20. 
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5. Order sanctioning advance. —(1) If the Registrar sanctions an advance, bis 
sanction shall be convoyed in an order in Form B annexed to these rules. 

(2) The Registrar shall send the original order to the society, and a duplicate copy to 
the Accountant-General for issue of order of payment to the treasury or sub-treasury 
concerned. 

(i. Payment Of advance. —(1) Payment of any advance so sanctioned shall bn made 
to the persons authorized to receive the advance on behalf of the society, on their 
producing the Registrar’s order at the treasury or sub-treasury named therein, and 
executing an agreement in duplicate in Form C annexed to these rules : 

Provided that, when application for payment is made at a sub-treasury, the officer in 
charge of tho sub-treasnry shall forward tho agreement, together with a copy of the order 
of sanction, to the treasury officer of the district for scrutiny and countersignature before 
payment. 

(2) When payment of an advance has been made, the original agreement shall be 
forwarded to the Registrar, and a copy filed in the Revenue Department of the Oollectorate. 

(3) The Registrar shall submit to Government in the Administrative Department 
at the end of each quarter a brief statement of facts regarding each loan made which is 
not covered by proper security or the property of the society. 

7. Repayment of advance. —The Registrar shall be responsible for watching 
repayments and for keeping the accounts of%ll these loans. 

(1) When any payment of principal or interest is made to tie treasury the treasury 
officer shall forward to the Registrar a duplicate of the treasury chcilan. The treasury 
officer shall also forward to the Registrar, at the end of each month, a statement showing 
in details of societies the amount advanced to any society and the amount recovered from 
any society, the amount of principal and interest being shown separately. The total 
amount advanced and recovered as shown in the statement must agree with tho totals 
shown in the monthly plus and minus memorandum sent to the office of the Accountant- 
Geueral, Bengal. 

(2) The Registrar shall settle any discrepancy between tho amounts shown in tho 
monthly statement and the chaians received from the treasury in communication with 
the treasury officers and the societies concerned. 

(3) The office of tho Accountant-General, Bengal (Book Department), shall forward 
a half-yearly statement to the Registrar in district details of tho amounts advanced and 
amounts recovered as recorded in that office account. The Registrar shall settle any 
discrepancies between the figures shown in this statement and those shown in his account 
in communication with the office of the Accountant-General and local officers. 

(4) The Registrar shall, after the discrepancies between Accountant-General, Bengal’s 
and his own office accounts have been reconciled, submit to Government in tho Adminis¬ 
trative Department a half-yearly statement showing the instalments of loans realised and 
balances overdue. 

8. Power to suspend repayment of instalment.— (1) The Registrar may, if sufficient 
cause is shown, and if all interest due liaB been paid, suspend the repayment of any 
instalment. 

(2) Whenever the Registrar makes an order of suspension, he shall forthwith send a 
copy thereof to the Accountant-General and to Government in the Administrative 
Department. 

(3) When an order of suspension is made in respect of any instalment, the repayment 
of that instalment and of all subsequent instalments shall be postponed for ono instalment 
period. 

9. Reduction when instalment repaid before due date.— if any instalment due from 
any Rociety is completely repaid more than one month before tho due date, the society 
shall be entitled to such reduction in the amount of any subsequent instalments as the 
Registrar may determine. 

10. Procedure when instalment not repaid on due date.— (1) If any instalment 

due from any society is not fully rep lid on the due date, interest at 9 per cent, per annum, 
compounded annually, shall be recoverable on the amount overdue from the date of 
default to the date of repayment, unless the Registrar by special order exempts the 
society from this liability. 

(2) If any instalment or part of an instalment or any interest is not paid on the duo 
date the Registrar may, if he does not take any action under rule 8 above, issue a requisi¬ 
tion to the Collector or the Deputy Commissioner of the district to recover the amount due 
under section 44 of Act II of 1912.

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


NOTICE. 

The Government of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural areas in Bengal. Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Every such circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health officer. About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Us. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practice will be allowed. In addition to a regis¬ 
trable medical licence, every assistant health offioer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department. Details of this training will be published later for general informa¬ 
tion. Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the 
17th October 1927, should apply at once to the Director of Public Health, Bengal, 
Writers’ Buildings, Calcutta, supplying particulars in the following form
